few moments to think of the 
plight of others who are not 
so fortunate as themselves."”

the present Parliament. The most 
controversial section, which would 
permit the government house leader 
to set a limit on debating time for 
any bill if an all-party committee 
for the purpose failed to reach 
agreement, has been denounced by 
opposition speakers rather extrava- 
gantly as destructive of democracy 
and a gag-on freedom of speech. 
Since the measure may put a limit 
on the traditional right of members 
of the Commons to speak at any 
length on a ‘particular subject, it 
is wise of the government to allow 
full discussion of the point.. It is one 
which involves hard-won rights and 
basic .concepts:of our democracy. 


But it is equally true that the 
"traditional - right of members. to 
speak at length must be governed 
by the practicalities of parliamen- 
- tary business, The matters that con- 
cern Parliament in our times are 50 
many and so complicated that there 
just is not time available for the 
leisured oratory of a century ago 
when Canadian parliamentary tradi- 
tions were taken over from West- 
minster. And Westminster, it might 
be noted, is far ahead of Ottawa 
in speeding up its debates by impos- 
‘ing time limits.

There is more than logic, then, 


there is necessity, in the govern- 


ment’s efforts to improve routine 
procedures and enable legislation 
to be introduced, considered and 
passed with a minimum of unneces- 
sary talk. That urgency, however, 
does not require the abolition of 
necessary criticism from opposition 
spokesmen, or denial of a reason- 
able time for the public to become 
aware of what is going on and to 
express its opinion. 

Mr._Trudeau has told the oppo- 
sition that if it disapproves of the 
proposed measure—and it is almost 
the only contentious one in a long 
list of amendments—then he is open 
to suggestions for better methods. 
One cabinet member has already 
proposed that the power to set de- 
bating time limits should be used 
by the government in two stages, 
thus extending the opportunity for 
debate and public reaction. 

The new rules presumably will 
prevail for a long time to come. 
The government should not hesitate 
to refine and improve them before 
they are adopted, in order to ensure 
that the necessary streamlining. of 
procedures is not purchased at the 
price of security. We are legislating 
not merely for today and tomorrow, 
but. also for the unknown future 
when men and events may require 
more than ever the democratic safe- 
guards which have been created in 
the past. = 


A $600,000 Involvement 


REATER VICTORIA TEACH- 
ers have been awarded by ar- 
bitration—and without negotiation 
—a 5.8 per cent salary increase for 
next year. This is the same percent- 
age North Saanich teachers receiv- 
ed by negotiation without arbitra- 
dion. The increase has also been ac- 
cepted in Sooke and the Gulf Islands, 
which tied their agreements to the 
Greater Victoria result. The figure 
is generally in line with most settle- 
ments in British Columbia. It repre- 
sents more than half the teachers’ 
original bid of 10.17 per cent and 
almost three quarters cf. their re- 
vised request for 8 per cent. 

Mr. Peter Bunn, chairman of the 
school board, terms the award gen- 
erous, and estimates the cost to the 
Greater Victoria taxpayers at $600,- 
000.. Some of this, perhaps half, may 
be shared by the. provincial .govern- 
ment if next year’s budget rises no 
more than’ the provincially allowed 
10 per cent above this year’s. 

Announcement of the award this 
year, however, seems to have inspir- 
ed little amicable spirit. It has been 
accompanied by a forthright . state- 
ment by Mr. Bunn on his dissatisfac- 
tion with the manner in which wage 
hassles each fall disrupt the harm- 
ony which trustees and teachers pro- 
fess they wish to share for the bene- 
fit of the children, 

Mr. Bunn, who has announced 
his forthcoming retirement from 
chairmanship of the school Leni 
explains that “one is left with no 
choice but to feel. that monetary 
gain is more important than rap- 
port, trust and mutual respect that 
should lead to a better deal for the 


young people in-our joint charge.” ° 


To this charge the GVTA president, 
John Smith, replies: “He has com- 


pletely missed the point. Our con- 
cern is involvement in educational 
decisions, not filthy lucre.” 

The argument over the degree to 
which teachers should be involved in 
educational decisions can be highly 
useful. But it should be. recognized 
that trustees accept two responsibil- 
ities when they take office: they 
should attempt to provide the best 
education possible for the children 
of the district, and they should pro- 
tect the interests of the taxpayers 
who finance the schools. 

The ‘teachers have a right to try 
for as much as they can get; the 
trustees justifiably try to keep raises 
within the going rate. Both sides 
claim to have the needs of the school 
children foremost. in mind. The posi- 
tions are -not incompatible.—But-the 
animosity that has marked relations 
between the teachers and the school 
board in this district over the past 
few years adds a quality to the nego- 
tiations and the months in between 
them that does little to create a good 
environment for education here. 

Perhaps removing annual nego- 
tiations from the district level and 
putting them into.the provincial field 
would solve the problem of the many 
local battles that mar the back- 
ground of our schools. Mr. Bunn 
and numerous other trustees have 
urged this method, The teachers re- 
ject it because it would remove the 
system by which salaries are raised 
in one district, which then becomes 
the criterion for the others, until 
another peak’ rises somewhere else. 


“This is useful bargaining, but it is 


no guarantee that the taxpayers will 
get the best return for their money. | 
Province-wide bargaining might help 
‘to reduce the bills. along with the 
acrimony.

Bourgeois Stability Settling France 


IX months after the “‘events” of May, 
France still trembles with appre- 
hensions of civil war, but the gathering 


forces of the nation’s bourgeois stability 


have made the actual 
danger increasingly 
remote. The students 
are still unpredict- 
able and their radical 
leaders are still 
reaching out for the 
alliance that could 
give revolutionary 
meaning to a second 
outburst, But the po- 
tential of the stu- 

dents to ignite the Bartlett 
country with an irresponsible gesture has 
caused the most volatile elements to 
draw away from them. 

Certainly little remains of last 
spring’s widespread readiness to coun- 
tenance’ a- student challenge of the 
autocratic government. It was almost 
then as if the French relished the 
spectacle of de Gaulle’s nose being 
tweaked. But this tolerance has been 
dissipated by resentment over the 
damage that was done. 

The police are ready and apparently 
empowered to settle old scores if trouble 
flares. The new danger is that they may 
over-react so brutally as to force a 
reluctant coalition of leftist forces which 
are far ‘more committed to the status 
quo than to the pursuit of revolution. 

De Gaulle and his new cabinet, 
principally the minister of education, 
Edgar Faure, have effectively acted to 
pluck the revolutionary blooms. Notions 
of romantic socialism and of a French 
society without class antagonisms are 
deep within de Gaulle and they have 
inspired him to borrow the jargon of the 
new left in . advocating democratic 
participation at all levels of French life. 
He touched off a massive reform of the 
education system by declaring grandly to 
his cabinet: “I will piace my wager on 
the young.” 


Dependent on Soviets 


Fresh trouble is least desired by the 
Communists whose tenuous hold .on 
respectability has been damaged by 
events. They boldly condemned the 
Soviets’ intrusion into Czechoslovakia, 
but they are too accustomed to leaning 
on Moscow and too reliant on Soviet 


financing to contemplate the genuine 


independence ‘that would make them a 
more potent political force. 

The Soviets presumably do not desire 
the revolution that would transform 
France into a Communist state. The 
capital of Communism would quickly 
shift from Moscow to Paris, socialist 
units would suffer new strains, and the 
Cold War equilibrium would be lost. So 
the French Communists talk of legal, 
evolutionary change and complain about 
taxes, They are increasingly estranged 
from the new radicals. 

The workers are an uncertain factor

because the drama of the coming months 
will probably centre on the conflict 
wbetween their appetite for wage in- 
creases and de Gaulle’s call for 


~ austerity. But the May experience has 


rendered them reluctant to unite again 
with the students or to look with, 
enthusiasm on the prospect of another 
long strike. 

Some excellent economists believe 
that France’s rising productivity, plus 
the prospect of rising costs in Germany 


. and Italy will enable the economy to 


yield wage gains as high as 5 per cent 
for the workers without creating a new 
crisis for the franc. 

A more immediate problem is the busi- 
ness community, which has moved for 
the first time towards a confrontation 
with the president. Businessmen dislike 
his new prime minister, Couve de 
Murville, and they resent the liberal 
thrust of the new politics, but most of 
them agree that the economy is 


fundamentally sound and most of them 
want de Gaulle to remain in office. So 
their problems can probably be solved by 
an adjustment of policies. 

One’ Useful consequence of thé “riots 
has been the puncture of the de Gaulle 
myth. For the first time Frenchmen 
dare to look beyond de Gaulle, a 
prospect that seemed terrifying in the 
days when he seemed immortal, He has 
facilitated contemplations of his suc- 
cessor by suddenly seeming less indis- 
pensable. 

He is a healthy 77 and he should. be 
around for a while, But when he goes, he 
will_leave a strengthened form —of 
presidential government, a civil service 
with resilient traditions of authority, and 
a band of politicians with deflated egos. 
But most important, he will leave a 
society in which the alienated elements 
have been isolated by the progress of the 
bourgeoisie.

25 Years Behind Canada 


By PETER BUCKLEY 


MOSCOW (CP) — Docile 
pupils, rigid textbook instriic-~ 
tion, badly constructed build- 
ings and outdated equipment 
—these were some of the 
impressions about Soviet 
schooling garnered by a group 
of Canadian educationists 
after-a brief visit to the Sdviet 
Union. - 

Fifteen Canadians—all but 
one from Ontario, and most of 
them ‘school superintendents 
—joined more than 100 of 
their American colleagues on 
a private study tour of educa- 


tional .methods in Norway, 
Denmark, the U.S.S.R, and 
Hungary. 


The consensus among the 
Canadians after nearly a 
week in the Soviet Union was 
that in many respects, Soviet 
education is about 25 years 
behind. schooling in North 
America, 

The group visited almost 
every level of school from day 
nurseries and kindergartens 
up to senior secondary schools 
and Moscow State University. 
The tour was limited to Mos- 
cow and the west Siberian 
city of Novosibirsk, with its 
satellite town of Akademgorod 
(Academic City), and concen- 
trated on experimental 
schools and classes. 


STRESS ON PROPAGANDA 
Several members of he 
group found the Soviet system 
of day nurseries — for “pre 
schoo] children of working 


mothers much more Wide- 
spread and better organized 
than in Canada. 

But in most other areas, 
they seemed to find little that 
could. be: profitably . trans- 


: planted to Canadian educa- 
om tion. 
: Several expressed shock or 
dismay at the heavy propa- 
ganda emphasis ‘on national- 
ism, military heroes and 

Communist ideology. 

Others were disturbed to 
see the pupils so unexpressive 
and controlled.

many of the developments in 
philosophy and technique 
were first put forward outside 
the school.system, then imtro- 
duced into the schools so. that 
the educational structure 
came to reflect Canadian soci- 
ety. 

In the Soviet Union, he felt, 
the process was reversed— 
changes were introduced by 
the state and Communist 
party—authorities into the 
school system, which then be- 
came a forerunner for society. 

Therefore, while Soviet 
schools seemed to be a gener- 
ation or so behind Canadian 
schools. in many _ respects, 
they were still in advance of 
Soviet society as a whole. 

The docile children in Soviet 
schools would probably be- 
come uncomplaining adults, 
like their parents. But the 
schools -would assure that 
their formation was designed 
tS further what Soviet authori- 
ties regard as a “‘socialist’”’ 
society.

This time racing’s got him 
and. the thoroughbred sport wili never be the same 
again. 

Realty Equities Corp. is about ready to purchase 
Suffolk Downs racetrack in East Boston, Mass. The 
price is 12 million dollars.” Veéck will become presi- 
dent and -chief executive officer. Dave Haber, the 
owner of a fleet of New York taxicabs, who almost 
drove Suffolk Downs into the ground, will become 
chairman of the board. He knows what happens to 
people who get in the way of fast-moving objects, 

Veeck was off and running on his new job this past week, 
spreading the word to every Middlesex village and farm in New 
England that Suffolk Downs opens April 19 under new 
management, 

“Racing is terribly defensive,” he told the Yankeeland 
press, television, radio and persons who attend his numerous 
speaking engagements. ‘’There’s too much apologizing done by 
people in racing.

had a plan that would put the 
reformed Scrooge to shame. 

Felicity and her * husband 
Jack, who’ live in Victoria 
under quite different names, 
want to make this Christmas 
a little special for their two 
children, ‘a’ six-year-old I will 
call Megan and four-year-old 
Arthur... 

“We've always” let them 
know: that there are other 
children less fortunate than 
they,”’ says-Félicity,”” but this 
year we decided to let them 
see that we are. willing to do 
something about it.” 

The something they are 
doing is preparing a hamper 
for a family on welfare, An 
organization known -as the 
Christmas Bureau gave the 
Jones’ the name of a mother 
with twin five-year-old. boys. 

“T'm. going to include a 
small turkey, Christmas pud- 
ding, my own Christmas cake 
ahd cookies as well as toys 
for the little boys. I'd like to 
give a small gift to. the 
mother as well, but what can 
you give a woman ‘you don’t 
know anything about?’” 

Already Felicity: has -given 
her a gift that-can’t be beat in 
any mother’s books, and has 
helped another organization 
while doing . it; - “We™ sent 


“monéy to° thé Mod: Squad for 


the Red Feattier appeal. They 
will contact the mother 
through the Bureau and: find 
out what services she needs 
most that they can provide.” 

Up to now Megan and 
Arthur have . played only a 
small role.in the prepara- 
tions; they helped with the 
baking but experience warned 
Felicity against taking them 
shopping for the toys. 

Their part will come when 
it is time for the hamper to 


accom, their parents to 
meet ‘their fi iy’ and 
-deliver the goodies. 


“Felicity and Jack want to 


meet “their family”, which is 
lucky. The Christmas Bureau 
doesn’t have the facilities to 
deliver. 

In 1967 they handied dona- 
tions to over 1,500 families. 
The job of matching donors to 
recipients, and -making sure 
that ‘the ‘recipient is ‘home 
when the hamper is delivered 
is work enough for an organi- 
zation that has only one paid 
worker and depends on volun- 
teers for the rest. 

Time is another problem for 
the bureau. Felicity decided in 
October that she wanted to 
take part in the scheme but it 
wasn’t until late November 
that the bureau could assign 
her a family.The deadline for 
prospective donors was early 
in December. 

By next year the bureau 
hopes to get things rolling at 
an earlier date, but it ‘is 


hampered by the organiza- 
tions it works with who often 
wait until the last moment to 
make their plans. 

As Felicity talks, of her 
plans for the hamper, Megan 
and Arthur enact a tragedy in

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‘Lindsay's Popularity 
As New York Mayor Ebbs 


By KEN PRITCHARD 


NEW YORK (CP) — John 
Viiet Lindsay, tall,bandsome 
and energetic, -was elected 
mayor of this city in,Novem- 
ber, 1965, by a public fed up 


with the inability of a mori- © 


bund Democratic administra- 
tion to cope with growing 
urban problems. . 

After three years,-the rec- 
ord of this 47-year-old liberal 
Republican shows both suc- 
cesses and failures. 

One of the notable pluses is 
that New York City has not 
had a major racial riot since 
1964. Other United States cit- 
jes have heard the cry ‘Burn, 
baby, burn,” many times 
since that year. 

The fairchaired mayor, 
scion of one’ of the city's up- 
per-class families, has been a 
familiar figure to the under- 
privileged as he has walked 
the streets where they live, in- 
tent upon establishing. a non- 
volatile climate. : 

But the Lindsay years have 
hurdly “been an unmitigated 
joy. Other orisés of city man- 
agement have dragged his 
popularity to a new low one 
year before his term in office 
expires. 

Many of the problems of 
this big city—its annual budg- 
et totals “$6,000,000,000—have 
hardly been dented by the 
combination of Lindsay and a 
Democratic-controlled city 
council. The problems of 
crime, air pollution, snarled 
traffic, an acute shortage of 
housing at reasonable prices 
and an inexorable rise in the 
numbers of people on: relief 
remain pressing, 

PLAGUED BY STRIKES 

Lindsay has had to cope 
with one strike after another 
by the city’s organized work- 
ers, There were walkouts and 
slowdowns by ‘transit employ- 
eos, garbage collectors, wel- 
fare workers, policemen and 
firemen. 

And there was the big con- 
troversy over. school decen- 
tralization, with its city-wide 
walkout of teachers that left 
1,100,000 pupils without | offi- 
cial instruction for all but 12 
days between Sept. 9 and 
mid-November. 

A> major achievement, in 
addition to averting major 
race riots, has been Lindsay’s 
*, attack on waste and inefficien- 
cy. Despite a rugged rear- 
guard action by the city’s en- 
trenched bureaucracy, Lind- 
say has cut New York's hy- 
Ora-headed administration to 
10 departments from 99. 

. Lindsay disdains the often- 
heard comment that New 


York City is. ungovernable. 
And.be regards his city as a 
pacesetter in the quest for so- 
Jutions to urban problems. 
“Every. city will, soon be 
going through what we're

going through,”’ he told an in- 
terviewer recently. 

“1. think New York is gov- 
ernable, But ‘we've got to go 
through sound barriers." 
DENIES BREAKDOWNS 

He denies ‘the suggestion 
that troubles such as the 
teachers’ strike—which 
brought the largely Jewish 
teachers’ union into direct 
confli¢t with Negro and 
Puerto Rican citizens—reflect 
a. breakdown in, labor and 
race. relations, 

“It’s a transition from the 
old to the new,” he says. 

Some groups and individu- 
als, he observes, are unable to 
face change; they react vio- 
olently. 

“They killed Martin Luther 
King with bullets. They killed 
Robert Kennedy with bullets. 
They'll kill more of the other 
moderates. before they're 
through.” 

Lindsay regards himself as 
one of the moderates, trying 
tn bring about peaceful evolu- 
tion by sound reasoning and 
high-principled leadership. 

“We must do what the Brit- 
ish did and guide this revolu- 
tion into peaceful channels. 
..< They tsed the skills of 
their great moderate leaders, 
who stayed ahead of the tides 
and didn’t allow the waves to 
drown them.” 

Lindsay gained early identi- 
fication with the city’s 
Negroes and Puerto Ricans, 
eurrent occupants of the bot- 
tom rung of the economic lad- 
der which other ethnic groups 
—such as the Irish, the Jews 
and the Italians have climbed 
to. various levels of affluence. 


SET UP POLICE BODY 

He fought bard for a civil- 
tan review board which would 
have scanned complaints, 
chiefly from the ghettoes, of 
pelice brutality and miscon- 
duct. The board was tumed 
down in a city-wide plebiscite, 


but Lindsay set up a police 
administrative body to per- 
form a similar function. 

He has obtained large sums 
of money from Washington to 
help finance many programs 
for the underprivileged, such 
as training and retraining of 
workers, pre-school education 
for children and temporary 
summer. jobs for the armies 
of young people among which 
trouble breeds fastest. 

The mayor's intensive culti- 
‘vation of the black and Puerto 
Rican community through 
Street forays and meetings 
with their spokesmen did not 
sit well with everyone. 

Robert Low, a Democratic 
member of the city council 
and possible candidate’ for 
mayor in 1969, says: “He has 
concentrated his attention on 
the’ slum areas and . raising 
standards for minority 
groups, without making the 
middle class feel he offers 
compensating programs for 
them.” 

A continuing white exodus 
to the suburbs is said to be 
partly the result of a feeling 
that white New Yorkers are 
being neglected. 

Another factor in the exodus 
cf the whites is the continued 
squeeze on their purses— 
through city income, real es- 
tate and sales taxes. 


WELFARE COSTS SOAR 

The. biggest single item on 
the city’s et is public wel- 
fare, a. direct result of heavy 
black migration from the 
South and the enduring influx 
of Puerto Ricans. Welfare 
costs have jumped 40 per cent 
since Lindsay came to office, 
with 20,000 cases a month 
being added to the relief rolls. 
The mayor has virtually no 
control over these expendi- 
tures, mandated by law. 

But he did try to do some- 
thing to improve the quality 
of education—and thereby 
brought on his most recent 
crisis. 

Integration of schools by 
busing pupils to various parts 
of the city had failed to 
answer the comptaints of poor 
education from the non-white 
community, So Lindsay 
backed a decentralization pro- 
gram; the monolithic city 
school board was to be broken 
down into area boards which 
would allow the citizens most 
intimately concerned to have 
a say in the schooling of their 
children. 

The teachers’ strike which 
followed had many. ramifica- 
tions, one of the most distress- 
ing for Lindsay being the ra- 
cial overtones which split the 
alliance of white liberals and 
non-white poor which | had 
been his basic political sup- 
port, Two-thirds of the teach- 
ers’ union members are Jew- 
ish, and Jews had been 
among Lindsay’s firmest sup- 
porters at the polls.

Alexandra Hotel in 
Winnipeg (now qa thing of the 
past) to the Victoria hotel 
which had that year opened a 
new wing including a new vice- 
regal suite (replaced in recent 
renovations by a newer vice- 
regal suite),

Earliest paintings up to and 
including Countess Gray (1904- 
11) are the work of Sydney 
Strickland Tully while the 
Duchess of Connaught, 
Duchess of and 
Lady Byng were done by A, 
Dickson Patterson, 

Portrait of Viscountess Wil 
lingdon and the Countess of 
Bessborough are by Juliet 
Lavoie of Montreal. 

A delicate pastel of Princess. 
Alice, Countess of Athlone 
(1940-46), was commissioned 
by H. F. Mathews, a former 
general-manager of hotels for 
the Canadian Pacific Railway.

He also did the pastel of

Another first lady who went 
on to ‘the vice-regal throne in 
India, was Marie Adeliade, 
Countess of Willingdon, here 
from 1926 to 1931.

She founded: the Victorian 
Order—of— Nurses-—and—was- 
active in organization of the 
National Council of Women, 

During the years 1867 to 
1868 when Elizabeth, Vis- 
countess Monck, was living in 
Quebec City, historic old 
Rideau Hall in Ottawa was 
purchased for future’ gov- 
ernors-general. 

Many years later (1921-26), 
Lady:-Marie Evelyn Byng of 
Vimy, whose hobbies were 
gardening and writing, left a 
rock garden at Rideau Hall as 
a happy memory of her days 
in Ottawa. 

She took Canadian wild 
flowers back to her garden in 
England. Her writings include 
two books Barriers and Anne 
of the Marshlands, 

During regrouping of the 
paintings this year in the 
lower hall of the Empress 
Hotel, two new portraits ‘were 
added. Those of Oanada’s 
beloved Mme, Vanier and the 
present chatelaine of Rideau 
Hall, Mrs, Roland Michener. 

All of these first ladies have 
played their part in the story 
of Canada. We should be 
proud of them and we 


should take time occasionally 
to look at their portraits and

Prepared by the Capital Region Planning Board at the 
request of ‘the Pauquachin band at Coles Bay, west of John 
Dean Park, and flanking West Saanich Road, the report seeks 
to show present and future land use requirements as they relate 
to the human development of the Pauquachins,
